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1 . Claims 1-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1 , lines 22-23, "the first elbow lever end axis" lacks antecedent basis. 

In claim 4, it is not clear as to the meaning of "exhibits". 

In claim 7, line 4, "the elbow lever axis guide groove" lacks antecedent basis. 

In claim 8, line 5, "the articulated axis" lacks antecedent basis. 

In claim 9, line 4, "the elbow lever axis guide groove" lacks antecedent basis. 

In claim 14, "the spring receiving joint" lacks antecedent basis. 

In claim 15, line 3, "the second elbow lever end axis" lacks antecedent basis. 

2. Claim 10 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper dependent 
form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is 
required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper 
dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. 

3. New corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121 (d) are required in this 
application because applicant has submitted only figures 1-4 in the paper filed June 23, 
2006. Applicant must submit a full set of formal drawings (figures 1-7). Applicant is 
advised to employ the services of a competent patent draftsperson outside the Office, 
as the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office no longer prepares new drawings. The 
corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of 
the application.

8. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: 

"30, 50, 32 and 49" in figure 5 as discussed on page 7 of the specification; 

"78" as discussed on page 10 of the specification; 

"34" in figure 4 as discussed on page 17 of the specification; and 
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"23' " as discussed on page 20 of the specification. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended.
